The facts relating to the growth and 
population of Oklahoma, and partic­ 
ularly Muskogee County, are startling 
in the extreme and resemble more an 
excerpt from some fairy stxjry than 
actual occurrences. 
To begin back in “eighty-nine," w*hen 
the country was first opened for set­ 
tlement, and come down to to-day, a 
mere twenty-five years later, and then 
pause to look back at what has been 
accomplished, 
discloses results for 
that period that almost transcend 
belief, 
. 
r r u * ’ .V" 
T he official United States? cebids for 
1890 gave Oklahoma a population of 
258,657; for 1900, it gave Oklahoma a 
population of 790,391; for 1910, it gave 
Oklahoma a population of 1,657,155, 
while the 1913 figures, just published 
by the census bureau, give it 2,026,534, 
making it the nineteenth state in pop­ 
ulation rank in the union, and putting 
jt ahead of Arkansas, Arizona, Colo­ 
rado, Conecticut, Delaware, Florida, 
Idaho, 
Kansas, 
Louisiana, 
Maine, 
Maryland, Mississippi and fourteen 
others. 
A brief analysis of these figures 
shows some marvelous facts: 
In the 
decade from 1890 to 1900, the popula­ 
tion percentage Increase was 205.6%; 
from 1900 to 1910 the poulation in­ 
crease was 109,7%, which makes it 
the only state In the union to have 
shown an increase of over 100% for 
two consecutive decades. 
The growth dUthe towms and cities 
is, of course, equally as striking. Mus­ 
kogee, which had a population of 4,254 
in 1900, had increased that population 
to 14,418 in 1907, and shows up in 1910 
with 25,278 people, and 
to-day has, 
from figures published last month by 
the census bureau. 38,309 inhabitants, 
although with its contiguous additions 
it has an estimated population, of per­ 
haps 42,000 people. 
The entire state, and particularly 
Muskogee County, of which Muskogee 
is the 
county seat, has 
natural re­ 
sources that are as yet almost virgin 
and totally undeveloped. 
Muskogee County has among its po­ 
tential possibilities that of ranking at 
least tenth in the United States in the 
m atter of farm products. 
There are six staple crops upon 
which the farmers can rely—cotton, 
corn, wheat, oats, alfalfa and potatoes. 
Unlimited space could be properly 
devoted to an exposition of each. How­ 
ever, suffice it to say that the cotton 
cash returns alone amounted for the 
year 1913 to more than $1,700,000, and 
can, with but a little additional cap­ 
ital invested, be easily built up to 
$4,000,000 for Muskogee County. 
If a failure is had in crops, it never 
touches more than two or three of the 
six, leaving the other three or four 
as successes. 
Muskogee County has 
rich, fertile river bottoms by reason 
of the Arkansas River traversing the 
county and the confluence of the 
Grand, Verdigris, Canadian and Ar­ 
kansas rivers within the confines of 
this county. It is also most favorably 
situated, in that it overlaps for many 
miles in either direction the northern 
limit of the cotton-raising belt and the 
southern limit of wheat-raising belt, 
and farmers are given the advantage 
of being able to work in the fields the 
year around. These mild winters also 
make this aa Ideal fruit and stock 


country because, in addition to the six 
principal stocks, all forage creeps and 
prairie 
hay 
can 
be grown, ad in­ 
finitum. 
The corn yields are from 40 to 80 
bushels per acre, the cotton, from I 
to I V2 bales per acre, the wheat from 
25 to 45 bushels, and oats from 45 to 
90 bushels. 
Government agricultural 
reports give the average of corn and 
oats for the entire eastern part of 
Oklahoma as about the same as Illi­ 
nois/ 
This county is very active in obtain­ 
ing better farmers and home builders, 
and the city of Muskogee is the head­ 
quarters for the Eastern Oklahoma 
Agricultural Association, for the Uni­ 
ted States Government District Agri­ 
cultural Agent, and also for the Coun­ 
ty Farm Demonstrators. Furthermore 
the railroads have taken up farm de­ 
monstration w?ork along their lines, 
and there are six railroad lines run­ 
ning the length of Muskogee County. 
At present only about one-tenth of 
the land in Muskogee County is being 
farmed, and wonderful inducements 
are consequently offered the investor 
and home-maker. These opportunities 
are being taken advantage of, and the 
class of people coming in are of the 
very hest and make exceedingly fine 
neighbors. 
Schools are located with­ 
in one and one-quarter mile of every 
quarter section. 
Good water for domestic purposes can 
he had throughout the countryside at 
from 20 to 60 feet. 


Minerals. 
The finest anthracite and bitunynous 
coal are found in abundance through­ 
out tho entire 
eastern 
part of the 
state. 
The area and production of natural 
gas of tho Eastern Oklahoma field, of 
which Muskogee County is the center, 
are the largest in the world. 
As to how natural gas relates spe­ 
cifically to Muskogee County and City, 
the following might be said: 


Supply. 
Muskogee’s supply of natural gas is 
drawn from four sources, that Is, Col­ 
linsville, Leonard-Bixby and Glenpool 
fields, Cushing and the Yahola-Haskell 
field. We are connected with the Col­ 
linsville field with an 8-inch line, w*ith 
the Yahola-Haskell field by a separate 
8-inch line, and with 
the 
Leonard- 
Bixby and Glenpool field by an 8-inch 
line. 
The line to Collinsville will de­ 
liver 10,000,000 feet of gas per day; 
the Leonard-Bixby-Cushing fields will 
deliver 10,000,000 feet per day, and the 
Yahola-Haskell line will deliver about 
15,000,000 feet per day, making the 
available delivery at Muskogee at this 
time about 35,000 OOO feet per day. 
The average daily consumption of 
gas rn Muskogee is between 6,000,000 
and 8,000,000 feet, though, of course, 
there are days on which this consump­ 
tion is double or treble, but it will 
be seen for manufacturing purposes 
there is 0 wide margin between the 
actual consumption and the amount 
which the pipe lines are capable of 
furnishing. 


Muskogee County Production! • 


There is at present in Muskogee 
County, available for transportation, 
about 180,000,000 cubic feet of gas per 
day at the well. The chief center of 
production is the Yahola-Haskell field. 
There is some gas produced in the 
neighborhood of 
Boynton, some at 
Creekola, and some small amounts in 
the vicinity of Muskogee. 
In Musko­ 
gee County the 
towns 
of Boynton, 
Haskell, Wainwright and 
Muskogee 
are supplied with gas. 
At Boynton 
the Francis Vitrified Brick Co. are tho 
largest consumers, taking about 2,000,- 
100 feet per day. This is a very mod­ 
ern and up-to-date plant, thoroughly 
equipped aud using th© latest appli­ 


ances and machinery. 
«n Muskogee, 
gas is supplied to several institutions 
that consume over 1,000,000‘feet of gas 
per day each. 
> 


The Probable Length of Gas Supply. 
It is possible to offer only a conjec­ 
ture as to 'Ae length of time we can ba 
furnished with natural gas supply. W© 
are able to pass any estimate of this 
time only by past experience. Natural 
gas has been used in Oklahoma for th© 
past eight years, and it is the opinion 
of the writer that we shall have avail­ 
able supply of gas for a much longer 
period to come. 


Rates. 
We have now in effect in Muskogee 
County a rate for manufacturing pur­ 
poses as low as 5 cents. 
To get this 
rate it is necessary to consume 12,000,- 
000 feet of gas per month, and several 
of our local plants are doing this and 
are thus obtaining this low rate! For 
domestic purposes we have a rate of 
25 cents per 1,000 feet net. This rate 
scales down for large consumers to 
16, 12 and IO cents. 


Oil. 
As to the oil production, it will be 
sufficient, to say that Oklahoma ranked 
first in revenue from oil production 
for the year of 1913, and ranked sec­ 
ond in number of barrels actually pro­ 
duced, California producing a larger 
quantity, but getting only fifty some 
cents per barrel, whereas the average 
price of Oklahoma oil ranged from 93 
cents to $1.05 ver barrel. 
This gave 
the state practically $60,000,000 rev­ 
enue from the oil alone, which does 
not, naturally, take into consideration 
the millions of dollars spent in labor 
and material and 
pipe 
lines, steel 
tanks and the hundred-and-one ex­ 
penditures incident 
to 
the develop­ 
ment of rn oil field. 
The asphalt production was more 
than 2,500 tons from the eastern part 
of the state, and the coal production 
from approximately the same territory 
was about 3,500,000 tons. 
The increased oil production may put 
Oklahoma first for the year 1914 in 
the matter of quantity produced, inas­ 
much as the number of wells and a. J?, 
output have now increased to such 
an extent; that the pipe lines could not 
adequately handle it. 
Dr. Chas. N. Gould, former Stat© 
Geologist, is fond of saying that “Okla­ 
homa has more kinds of minerals and 
more minerals of a kind than any 
other state in the union,” and the offi­ 
cial reports of both tho State and 
United States Geological Surveys have 
proven the truth of his statement. The 
indications are that Oklahoma is ta 
lead all states in mineral output; it 
now producing double what is pro­ 
duced by Missouri, which is consider©*! 
a mineral state.

In every case the arsenic and lead 
apirear to have found their way into 
the products on the part of the man­ 
ufacturer. 
In order to 
protect 
himself 
he 
should have procured materials guar­ 
anteed by his vendor under 1'ne food 
an<l drugs act, thus shifting the re­ 
sponsibility from himself, 
or 
else 
made certain by a personal investiga­ 
tion that they contained no injurious 
ingredients. 
According 
to 
a recent announce­ 
ment of the United States department 
of agriculture, the W illiam s Bros. Co., 
of Detroit. Mich., has been fined $100 
for sending four brands of adulterated 
jelly into Missouri. 
One brand con­ 
tained seven parts of 
arsenic 
per 
million. 
Two of the brands contained 
eight parts, and the fourth twenty 
parts per million, which might ren­ 
der the jelly injurious to health. 
The Catawba Candy Co., of Sand­ 
usky. Ohio, was also fined $50 and 
costs for sending into North Carolina 
and 
Illinois 
quantities 
of 
“ Italian 
Cream,” arui into Oklahoma a quan­ 
tity of ‘‘Iced Squares,” all o* which 
contained arsenic in either tip* candy 
or coating or both. 
I^eo Benjamin, of New York city, 
according to the announcement, was 
fined $50 for shipping into Pennsyl­ 
vania 
“ Chocolate 
Cremolin” 
which 
contained arsenic. 
It also contained 
another mineral substance, a crude 
oxid of iron, which acted both as a 
color and a cocoa substitute.

cultural experiment station will soop 
begin its second year’s work of in­ 
spection of nurseries and orchards.

law passed by the last legislature. 
This law requires that all nursery 
stock propagated in the state be in­ 
spected once each year before the 
grower can sell it. or otherwise dis­ 
pose of it. 
This is done to prevent 
the further spread of dangerous in­ 
sects and plant diseases 
on 
such 
stock. 
There are in Hie state be­ 
tween 125 and 150 men 
and 
firms 
propagating nursery stock, which in­ 
cludes not onlv fruit trees, but also 


I shade trees, ornamental shrugs, vines, 
; blackberries, raspberries, and, in fact, 
: all woody plants grown out of doors. 
1 Tin* law requires all men an i firms 
| propagating such stock to apply to 
j the chief inspector, Columbia,* Mo., 
I lo*' an inspection of such stock betorn 
Id le first of Ju ly of each year, so that 
jail of the stock can 
be 
: ispected 
during the months of Ju ly and Au­ 
gust 
when Hie state inspectors arc 
devoting their entire time to such 
work. 
The state law requires that all men

Jose scale and the like. 
This will 
help the inspection service extend its 
work and give aid where it is needed.
